REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE

Claims 1-18 are allowed because none of the prior art references of record teach an ink container 
to be received within a receiving station of an Inkjet printing system comprising a first guide 
feature that is configured to cooperate with the at least one guide slot to guide the ink container 
in a pivot motion to ensure the ink container engages a compliant seal forming a seal therewith in 
the combination as claimed.
